1. Are couched in the subject and knowledge of redemp- 
tion. Note what Paul here says: “To the praise of the 
glory of his grace, wherein he hath made us accepted in 
the beloved. In whom we have redemption through his 
blood, the forgiveness of sins, according to the riches of 
his grace,” Eph. 1:6, 7. 

2. Then John 3:36 gives us glorious inspiration that we, 
without a penny, can come into possession of that which 
billions cannot buy—eternal life. 

3. Turning to 1 Cor. 6:19, we find that our bodies actual- 
ly belong to God and that we are the temple of the Holy 
Ghost. Read it: “What! know ye not that your body is the 
temple of the Holy Ghost which is in you, which ye have of 
God, and ye are not your own?” 

4. Nothing could possibly replace money more complete- 
ly than the 32,000 promises of God to His children. One 
rich, strengthening and beautiful promise is, “Blessed is 
the man that endureth temptation: for when he is tried, 
he shall receive the crown of life, which the Lord hath 
promised to them that love him,” James 1:12.

The Church of God endeavors to 
give the children entrusted to their 
care every physical, religious, and ed- 
ucational advantage. The health 
record of the Home has been won- 
derful. We endeavor to give the chil- 
- dren the type of food which will build 
strong healthy bodies. Our farms 
furnish fresh vegetables during the 
growing season. We also can a con- 
siderable amount of garden produce. 
In our cold storage plant we process 
various vegetables and fruits for 
winter food. Our meat supply is fur- 
nished by the cattle that we keep on 
the Benton Pike Farm and the hogs 
that we raise. We raise a large num- 
ber of chickens each year, also, for 
our tables. This year we raised enough 
turkeys for our Thanksgiving, Christ- 
mas, and New Year’s Day dinners.

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“Where Is the Shepherd?” 


“Behold, I send you forth as sheep 
in the midst of wolves: be ye there- 
fore wise as serpents, and harmless 
as doves. But beware of men: for 
they will deliver you up to the coun- 
cils and they will scourge you in 
their synagogues; and ye shall be 
brought before governors and kings 
for my sake, for a testimony against 
them and the Gentiles. But when 
they deliver you up, take no 
thought how or what ye shall speak: 
for it shall be given you in that same 
hour what ye shall speak,” Matt. 10: 
16-19. 

“And, being assembled together 
with them, commanded that they 
should not depart from Jerusalem, but 
wait for the promise of the Father, 
which, saith he, ye have heard of me. 
For John truly baptized with water; 
but ye shall be baptized with the 
Holy Ghost not many days hence.” 
Acts 1:4,5. 

“And, behold, I send the promise of 
my father upon you: but tarry ye in 
the city of Jerusalem, until ye be en- 
dued with power from on high,” Luke 
24:49. 

In our lesson we find Christ saying 

’ to His disciples, “I send you forth as 

sheep in the midst of wolves,” and 
Luke recorded, in the Acts of the 
Apostles, the command of Christ to 
them, to wait in Jerusalem for the 
promise of the Father. Then again, 
we find according to St. Luke (24:49). 
“but tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, 
until you be endued with power.” 

As sheep among wolves, His disci- 
ples needed something extraordinary, 
thus He commanded them to wait 
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until they received this special equip- 
ment for service. In the Epistle of 
Paul to the Ephesians, chapter 6, he 
saith unto them, “put on the whole 
armour of God, that ye may be able 
to stand against the wiles of the devil.” 

We know that the Third Person 
in the Trinity (the Holy Ghost) is 
promised by our Lord, to all them that 
obey Him. Some will say, “Do I have 
to have the Holy Ghost to make the 
rapture?” I would like to answer you 
by asking, was it necessary for Christ 
to go back to the Father and pray 
Him to send another Comforter, 
which is the Holy Ghost? If so, then, 
my friend, it most certainly is neces- 
sary that you receive Him. 

As recorded in St. John’s Gospel, 
the Lord had warned His disciples 
that He must soon leave them, and 
return to His Father.

The disciples thought they were to 
be left alone in an unfriendly world. 
They knew how the archenemy, Sa- 
tan, had always rallied his forces 
against God’s people, and now that 
their Advisor, Guardian, and Rabbi 
was leaving, they were sad in heart. 

The word “comforter” is taken from 
a Greek word which literally means 
“to call alongside; one who gives 
strength and aid in the time of 
trouble.” The disciples of the Lord 
were to be persecuted, maltreated, 
thrust into jail, fed to the lions, sawn

with Jesus. Let every man be ready to 
give a reason of the hope that is with- 
in him. Now after they had straitly 
threatened Peter and John, they 
warned them not to speak any more 
in the name of Jesus, but Peter and 
John answered and said unto them, 
“Whether it be right in the sight of 
God to hearken unto you more than 
unto God, judge ye.” 

After they had met with their own 
company, they reported all the things 
that had happened unto them by the 
chief priests and elders, then they 
lifted up their voices and said, “And 
now, Lord, behold their threatenings: 
and grant unto thy servants, that with 
all boldness they may speak thy word.” 
And when they had prayed, the place 
was shaken where they were assem- 
bled together; and they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and they spake 
the word of God with boldness.” 

After the disciples were beaten, in 
the fifth chapter of the Acts, they 
departed from the presence of the 
council, rejoicing that they were 
counted worthy to suffer shame for 
His name. Do you think these disciples 
could have undergone such ill-treat- 
ment as being cast into prison, beaten 
and scourged, had they not gone back 
to Jerusalem, as our Lord commanded, 
and tarried there until the mighty 
Holy Ghost came, accompanied with 
power for service? 

Some folks seem to think that all 
there is to this Pentecostal religion is 
to receive the Holy Ghost, speak in 
other tongues, then just shout the 
rest of the way to glory. I think shout- 
ing is wonderful. I can think of noth- 
ing that does me more good than an 
old time, Pentecostal, Holy Ghost 
meeting; but I have found that there 
is more to religion than shouting.

with such a barrage of numbers that 
they were undecipherable. Enthusi- 
asm was running high, although most 
every facial expression told a tale of 
awful woe and spiritual want. 

I sat at the piano thumbing 
through the song book, and queried, 
“Jailbirds, selecting these hymns?”

Time al- 
lowed for the singing of six out of the 
sixteen songs requested. 

Momentarily my soul was losing its

tenseness and the eyes of my under- 
standing were being broadened. Yes, 
to the world they were just jailbirds, 
but to God, souls worth dying for! 
Again and again the lesson of that 
cartoon beat against my brain. Again 
and again the words flashed across 
my mind’s eye: “Jailbirds to the world, 
but to God, souls worth dying for.” 
Yes, all owed a debt to society, but 
Jesus Christ had paid their debt to 
God, and some had accepted His pay- 
ment for their needy souls. 

These men, twisted and marred 
within, were God’s creation and He 
was “not willing that any should per- 
ish, but that all should come to re- 
pentance.” 





As I scanned their faces, I pondered 
—do many present-day church attend- 
ers appreciate a gospel service as 
these seem to? How many sing as 
lustily? Have not many allowed the 
message to become commonplace and 
something to be endured week after 
week? Their thoughts are on how the 
preacher is dressed; if his gestures 
are timed properly; whether the roast 
will be done by the time church is dis- 
missed, and a mass of other “things.” 
But the minds of these men were far 
removed from such thoughts. There 
seemed to be much which might be 
learned from these jailbirds today. Of 
course, there was much for them to 
unlearn, too. 

Soon the words of the sermon about 
being free from bondage, even though 


_ behind stone walls, were dying out 


and prisoners began filing back to 
their cells. 

One young fellow stepped out of the 
long line to explain, “Preacher, I want 
you to know I was raised in a Chris- 
tian home. I’m not here because my 
parents failed me. Every day I de- 
termine to live a good life and, before 
many hours have passed, I have lost 
my temper and am swearing all over 
the place. What is wrong with me 
anyway?” His voice was tremulous. 

“John, the flesh and self-effort will 
fail every time. You cannot put sin 
down in your life,” my husband as- 
sured him. “The Lord Jesus Christ 
did that for you, and you must have 
faith in Him. If you take Him as your 
Sin-bearer and Saviour, He will care 
for the sin question. Christ said, 
‘Without Me ye can do nothing.’” The 
conversation continued, and it was 
not long until another jailbird, an- 
other soul for whom Christ had died, 
had caused rejoicing in heaven. There 
on the cement floor, as the guard 
stood watchfully by, John poured out 
his heart before God and the Lord 
Jesus Christ came in.

should not the shepherds feed the 
flocks?” Likewise is it not the pro- 
found duty of the flock to feed and 

clothe the shepherd in return? 

Many times the pastor may come to 
service with a heavy heart caused 
by the lack of finance due to mem- 
bers failing to pay God His tenth 
into the storehouse, which is the 
Church of God, Malachi 3:8-11, “Will 
a man rob God? Yet ye have robbed 
me. But ye say, wherein have we 
robbed thee? In tithes and offerings. 
Ye are cursed with a curse: for ye 
have robbed me, even this whole na- 
tion. Bring ye all the tithes into the 
storehouse, that there may be meat 
in mine house, and prove me now 
herewith, saith the Lord of hosts, if 
I will not open the windows of heav- 
en, and pour you out a blessing, that 
there shall not be room enough to re- 
ceive it. And I will rebuke the devour- 
er for your sakes, and he shall not 
destroy the fruits of your ground.” 
The devourer not only means the 
potato bug and the bean beetle, but 
anything that destroys your increase, 
such as doctor bills, hospital bills, 
operation fees, and such like. Tithing 
is a New Testament doctrine. Jesus 
said, “Think not that I am come to 
destroy the law, or the prophets: I 
am not come to destroy, but to 
fulfil. For verily I say unto 
you, Till heaven and earth pass, 
one jot or one tittle shall in no wise 
pass from the law, till all be fulfilled,” 
Matt. 5:17,18. Christ’s coming did not 
abolish tithing. 

By close observation we find men 
who have ample light on tithing and 
do not practice it to be of very little 
or no asset to the church. 

In conclusion let us briefly analyze 
Matt. 23:23, “Woe unto you, scribes 
and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye pay 
tithe of mint and anise and cummin, 
and have omitted the weightier mat- 
ters of the law, judgment, mercy, and 
faith: these ought ye to have done, 
and not to leave the other undone.” 
This word “other” refers to tithing, 
therefore it is not to be left undone. 





Since grave responsibility rests up- 
on the shepherd to feed the sheep, 
it is as much the grave responsibility 
of the flock to care for the shepherd.

Fuerte River. From El Mayo, which 
is where we have the largest work, 
our Brother Leon lost his home and 
all his possessions. He is the Brother 
who always brings the people from 
that section to the conventions in his 
truck. He is a recognized minister in 

the Church. 

The water was nine feet deep in 
Brother Antonino Bonilla’s home in 
Etchojoa. Some of our people spent 
as many as three days on top of their 
houses before they were rescued. 
Brother Juan Valenzuela has been 
unable to reach the place where he 
lived, though the water has subsided. 
Now, there is an epidemic raging, and, 
according to two letters I have re- 
ceived from that area, hundreds of 
people are in bed with pneumonia 
and shock. 

I do not know whether it is possible 
for us to send clothing into Mexico, 
however I understand they are per- 
mitting the passage of clothing at 
Nogales during this particular time. 
Therefore, I suggest that any clothing 
you have for the brethren, you send 
it to Fernando A. Gonzalez, Ave. 
Morelos No. 97, Esperanza, Sonora, 
Mexico, who will be glad to use his 
best judgment in distributing it. I 
am writing him, informing him that 
you will be sending something in the 
near future.
